RUDBECKIA, White Lustre (Page 61) 


A beautiful stately plant with large pure white star- 
like flowers, the cone of which has a delightful metallic 
lustre not unlike old brass and old copper mixed. The 
stems are stiff, 3 feet high, foliage clean and insect 
free, never bothered by hot or dry weather and just 
about grows anywhere as long as the location is sunny. 


STOKESIA, Blue Moon (Page 63) 


Big 5- to 6-inch blue. disc-like flowers on good 24- 
inch long stems. Blue Moon is a fine border plant which 
requires little care, arid is consequently a great favorite. 





















NEW TRADESCANTIAS (Page 63) 


From the Department of Agriculture of Washington, 
D. C., a collection of beautiful dwarf growing Trades- 
cantias was sent us. Pauline, Cattleya-mauve. Iris 
Pritchard, pure white flowers faintly tinted with violet. 
James Stratton, rich pure deep blue flowers in abund- 
ance. Purple Dome, vividly brilliant purple flowers 
which sparkle with life in sunlight. James Weguelin, 
free-flowering with porcelain-blue flowers from June 
until September. All grow about 12 inches tall, and are 
well behaved, easily grown garden plants. 


TRITOMA, Springtime (Page 65) 


A fascinating new hardy Tritoma which flowers in late 
June and July. The upper part of the flower is rich 
coral-red, the lower half ivory-white. These sparkling 
and clear contrasting colors hold one’s attention. It is 
hardy and will winter most anywhere. 


VIOLA, Catherine Sharp (Page 66) 


The flowers are rich violet-blue with lots of character 
and style, grow on stiff stems long enough to permit 
their picking and use for cut flowers. Fine for winter 
flowering in cold frame.

DOMOTOI (Hardy Semi-Double Hydrangea) 


(Page 153) 


This beautiful hardy variety produces large globe- 
shaped clusters of flowers 12 to 15 inches in diameter, 
composed of immense semi-double flowers. Very fre- 
quently the main stem produces 3 or 4 additional small- 
er bloom clusters below the main flower head creating 
a veritable bouquet. The flower heads are well above 
the foliage and last 8 to 10 weeks or more. The color 
is pure pink on alkaline soil but will change to a mag- 
nificent blue if the plant is grown in acid soil. 


LACE FLOWER HYDRANGEA (Acuminata) 


(Page 153) 

This new variety is outstanding for its delicately beau- 
tiful and very decorative flat umbels of blooms. The 
small inner flowers are light blue tinted and surrounded 
by large white and rose sterile flowers. The effect 
created is delicate and lacy. The foliage is bronzy 
green, happily contributing to the general effect. 


HYPERICUM, Sungold (Page 153)

This deliciously fragrant and easy to grow Hybrid Daphne 
originated in England a few years ago. It has received the 
highest honors from The Royal Horticultural Society of Great 
Britain. When first shown in London, England, it was one 
of the highlights of the show. It has been on test at Wayside 
Gardens for five years, and has successfully wintered without 
protection all kinds of weather that occurred during those 
several years. 


During May and early June the plants are covered with 
delightfully scented blush-pink, star-shaped flowers in clus- 
ters 6 to 8 inches long. The fragrance is not unlike that 
of Daphne Cneorum or Viburnum Carlesi. 


The foliage is rich dark green, giving the plants the ap- 
pearance of Boxwood. It remains green in northern Ohio 
until the beginning of March when the new leaves push the 
old ones off the branches. In California, Daphne Somerset 
is evergreen. 


Daphne Somerset may be used as a hedge. Spaced 18 
inches apart, it will grow into a tight fine mass. It may 
be clipped formally and can also be pruned informally, if 
the wavy Boxwood effect is desired.

THE EARLY GARDEN: (18 feet long and 5 feet wide. ) 


Plants were so chosen as to create two distinct mass bloom effects. During May and June, Iris, early Ver- 
onica, Clove Pinks, and Lemon Lilies create a colorful effect, to be followed in July by a gorgeous lot of 
color largely created by perennial Phlox supported by Statice, Silver Artemisia, and summer blooming Ver-

Best grown 
In masses in the rock garden, or as edgings. Plant six inches apart in 
autumn or very early spring.

Rosy lilac; good grower, and especially fine in clumps in combination 
with bulbs; does well in light shade. It is the hardiest of the group. 


BAPTISIA - False-Indigo

In those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. The plants are best grown in groups of 
three or six. Allow a distance of at least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in autumn or 
early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be 
expected later on.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 


Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. Thoroughly mix a liberal supply of good brown 
peat with the existing soil, to give a good start. When the plants have 
become over-grown, lift, divide and replant early in April or fall. For 
a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart. 


Adiantum pedatum Three $1.25, Doz. $4.00, 100 $20.00 


The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded.

The gay blos- 
soms are obtainable in perpetual profusion from June to November, and 
the greater the drought and scarcity of other flowers the more the 
utility of the perennial Gaillardia is demonstrated. 

Culture. A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias success- 
fully. They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, 
clay soils, but do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. 
Require a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart.

It’s Easy to Grow Phlox 
To grow Phlox really well the soil should be well drained, deeply spaded, and enriched with Wayside Gardens Plant 
Food. Planting may be done in fall or spring in a sunny border. Set the plants 10 inches apart. Lift and divide every 
three or four years or they will become crowded, resulting in poor, small flowers. Never let plants go to seed, never 
water overhead, always keep blooms and foliage dry, letting hose run slowly on the ground. This method of watering 


prevents mildew.

Cashmeriana will succeed in good, loamy ‘soil freely mixed 
with leaf mold. Veris requires a damp, rich loam freely mixed with 
leaf mold and peat. All require light shade. Most gardens contain a 
damp, shady spot, and this would be an ideal place for growing hardy 
Primulas. Plant in early spring or early fall, 4 to 6 inches apart. 

*Auricula alpina, Giant Hybrids Three $1.45, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
One of the treasures of the rock garden. The growth is very attractive, 
forming rosettes of thick leaves, sometimes farinose or mealy. The flower 
stalks rise to a height of 6 to 8 inches, bearing heads of bloom of var- 
ious colors; exceedingly fragrant.

Culture. Those listed will thrive in good, ordinary soil in sunny positions, 
are best grown in masses in the larger borders. Plant in autumn or 
early spring, 10 inches apart; divide and replant every third year.

A Rocky Mountain species. Grows 3 to 4 feet high; producing, during

The sorts 
suitable to grow as edgings to, or in masses on, the margins of borders 
are what are known as the Giant-leaved Saxifragas or Megaseas; with 
large, leathery leaves, which are also admirably suited for shady borders 
in city gardens. 


Culture. The mossy Saxifragas are best suited for shady borders or rock 
gardens, will do well in good, ordinary soil. Plant in March or early fall. 
The Megasea or large-leaved kinds will thrive in ordinary, good, rich 
soil in well drained borders, by the waterside, or in the rockery. May be 
grown in sun or shade. Should be watered freely in dry summer. McNab- 
iana is best grown in stony soil in the rockery in full sun. Plant early fall 
or spring, 8 inches apart. 


#3 ViacNabiana Three $1.75, Doz. $5.50 
This plant is a splendid sort for wall garden or in crevices in the rock 
garden. Foliage is gray-green im form of a rosette and quite stiff; from 
the center comes a flower spike about 12 inches long covered with small, 
white blossoms speckled with pink.

Ocymoides and its varieties will succeed in good, ordinary soil 
or sandy loam on the margins of sunny borders or in the rock garden. 
Plant in autumn or spring, 6 inches apart. 


*Ocymoides splendens Three $1.45, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
Pretty prostrate border and rockery plant; flowers rosy pink, produced 
in great quantities just above the foliage in late May and early June. 


SCABIOSA - Scabious or Pincushion Flower

easy culture, and desirable to grow in sunny borders. 

Culture. All will thrive in well drained, good, ordinary soil, which is not 
heavy or damp. Cold and damp is fatal to these plants. An ideal soil for 
them is a sandy loam. Plant in early autumn or early spring. The plants 
are best in groups of three or more. Plant about 8 inches apart. A full 
sunny position is essential. 


Caucasica (Isaac House Hybrids) Three $1.45, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
(Blue Bonnet). Their lovely flowers are a soft and charming shade of 
lavender; commences to bloom in June, throwing stems 18 to 24 inches 
high until September.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the-varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


_ Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 


Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made. as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

Plant in spring and stake securely, tying them with strips of rubber or 
cloth to prevent chafing the stems, and then treat the crown like any 
Hybrid Tea. 

PRUNING: Cut back the crowns of freshly planted Standards to 3 or 
4 eyes. Subsequent pruning consists of cutting back the past season’s 
growth to 3 or 4 eyes. 

WINTER PROTECTION: Cut the plant away from the stake, then 
bend the stem slowly till the head rests on the ground. Loosening the 
roots with a digging fork, on the side opposite from that in which the 
plant is to be bent, will allow the bending to be done without too much 
strain. Drive a stake in at the neck and tie securely, then cover the 
head with soil. Protect stem by wrapping in burlap or paper.

Shady places in woods, or under shrubs which in early 
spring are gay and colorful with Virginia Blue Bells, Trillium, Grape Hya- 
cinths, and Bloodroot present a ‘‘sore sight’’ all summer and fall when 
their foliage has disappeared. A few hardy Begonia bulbs planted right on 
top and over these spring-flowering bulbs will create a most attractive 
effect which lasts all summer and fall until frost. The bulbs are left right 
in the ground over winter and will continue year after year, increasing 
rapidly from the small bulblets produced each season. Space them 6 to 8 
inches apart and plant 2 inches deep. Evansiana is one of the most useful 
summer-flowering bulbs because it grows and blooms where nothing else 
will and is a perfect ‘‘follow up’ for spring-flowering bulbs in naturalistic 
plantings.

Asters are the glory of the garden in August and September, just when good flowers for cutting 
and garden display are wanted in masses. They are greatly different from other summer blooming 
plants in their color effect, for no harsh red or yellow shades are found among them. There is an 
immense number of different types of Asters, in all of which similar colors have been produced. 
From time to time we add such of these newer types as have proved meritorious, discarding older 
Asters which no longer compete with these new developments. ° 

During the past few years Aster growers have worked toward true wilt-resistant strains, and while 
they cannot yet claim perfection, the results have shown great improvement in this direction. 

Plant some early Sunshine and Branching varieties for an abundance of bloom all through late 
summer and fall. If your plants have suffered from wilting, use only the strains marked wilt-resistant. 
A rich deeply dug soil in a sunny location is necessary for large blooms. Abundant watering and 
sufficient spacing of plants will greatly increase the quality of blooms. Asters are one of America’s 
most popular flowers.

Much of the charm of English homes and gardens is due to the 
liberal use of vines. Unsightly buildings, raw corners, crude fences, 
old posts and stumps, unsightly rock piles, are all easily transformed 
into points of beauty and interest when covered with a vine of some 
sort.

In most gardens, particularly those started many years ago, one is apt to find big, overgrown shrubs of little value, 
taking up a lot of room. Their long roots reach out for moisture and plant food needed by more valuable flowers 
growing nearby. Often, too, their branches cast heavy shade, preventing sun-loving flowers from developing to their 
full beauty.

FLOWERING ALMONDS, PLUMS AND PEACHES 


Among the Flowering Prunes are several handsome shrubs called vari- 
ously: Flowering Plums, Flowering Cherries, Flowering Almonds and Flowering 
Peaches. They are so well known that they do not need any introduction. 
They are very hardy. 


FLOWERING PEACHES 


The general habit of all is much the same, the main difference being 
in color of flowers and time of blooming. They should be very severely 
pruned every year as soon as they have finished blooming and before 
growth starts. Cutting them for decoration accomplishes the same pur- 
pose and is highly beneficial but should be completed as soon as flowers 
are gone. AIl growth of the previous season should be cut back to about 
8 inches. Don’t touch them in the fall as that is simply cutting off 
potential flowers 

Spring planting only is recommended except in localities where tem- 
peratures do not go below 10 degrees of frost.

SULEUR INJURES VIBURNUMS 


A light application of dusting sulfur to the foliage of Viburnum 
Carlesi will cause black spots to develop on the leaves. The leaves 
will drop within a few days after the spotting appears. Plants of this 
variety which may be growing near a Rose garden are often so severely 
injured that they may be defoliated by drifting sulfur dust intended for 


the control of black spot on Roses. Sprays of wettable sulfur will cause 
the same type of injury. 

It is suggested that whenever a fungicide is necessary for the con- 
trol of leaf spot on all knds of Viburnums, copper rather than sulfur 
should be applied as a control measure. Care should always be taken 
not to let sulfur dust or sulfur spray intended for other plants drift 
onto Viburnums.
